Magnolias 

Magnolias  are  especially  valuable  as  lawn  specimens 
and  show  to  best  advantage  with  evergreens  as  a 
background.

Turn  left  for 
Nursery  at  our  sign  4^  miles  beyond  the 
Huntington  toll-gate.
